Mrs. Edworda Exoneretcs Condemned 
Man Before Jury.

set up a demonstration and the verdict 
was received with great Batlsfaetlon. 
Mrs. Kate BrWards, whose testimony 
convicted Greason, ber paramour, over 
three snd one-half years ugo, wat; on 
the stand and completely exonerated 
him. 
Mrs. Greason was present from 
Carlisle to attend the trial. 
She lla- 
tened with disgust to tho oft-ltorated 
love story of her husband and his par- 
amour, whose confession has now ex- 
onerated him from a share in the mur- 
der of her husband. 
The two women 
had nevor 
seen each other 
befora 
John Edwards waa murdered 
nearly 
four years ago, and Qreason was ar- 
rested several months later.

FOUR DEAD FROM HEAT 


Chilly Weather FoMov/ed Torrid Tern' 
peraturo In New York. 


New York, June 20.—Many prostra- 
tions and four deaths, tho latter all of 
young children, accompanied tho re- 
newal of tho toiTid temperature, ag- 
grovated by a high degree of humidity, 
yesterday. Tho thermomoter marked 88 
dCi^rees, with every indication of a 
further rise, but soon afterwards re- 
lief came In tho form of a cool breese 
from the sea, accompanied by a rapid 
fall In temperature and humidity, 
which coirtinuod stoadlly until the air 
was almost too chilly for the comfort 
of tho thousands who had flod to tho 
seaside reBorts to escape the heat.

Passenger train No. 5. west-bound, 
was running at a very high rate of 
speed 
when a t the point 
nojned it 
crashed into a double-header freight 
nmning east. All throe of tho engines 
were reduced to scrap Iron, the ex- 
press and baggage cars of the pas- 
senger trains were smashed and a num- 
ber of the freight cars were splintered, 
Tho passenger coaches sustained littlo 
injury and almost without exception 
their occupants escaped with nothing 
worse than a bad shaking up. The fa- 
talities and injuries were to the crews 
of tho engines and to workmen em- 
ployed by tho railroad compaiiy. It la 
a remarkable colncidenco that these 
latter should have boen at work re- 
pairing tho damages caused by a re- 
cent small freight wreck that occurred 
at Mount Hope Ktatlon, near thii? city. 
They wore on tholr way to their homes 
In small towns 
along the Wastem 
Maryland to spend Sunday. Not being 
regular passongers, they hod boarded 
the baggage cor and engine. When tho 
crash camo tho more fortunate, who 
wore on tho engine, Jumped or wero 
thrown from tiie train and wero only 
injured. 
'Jfioso In the baggage car 
wero terribly mangled and tho crew« 
of all three engineij were killed. Their 
bodies wore under tho wreckage of the 
engines. 


The fearful Impact drove tho pas- 
senger tender Into the baggage car and 
demolished It and the mall car. In an 
Instant tho peaceful country scono was 
changed Into tho likeness of a sham- 
bles. Along the tracks on both sidos 
wore scattered 
dead 
and frightfully 
mangled men, those latter more for- 
tunate than those who had-been In 
the baggage car and on the engines, 
for most of them wore still pinioned 
in the wreekago out of the Immediate 
reach of helping hands» By what seems 
woll-nlgh a miracle, the damago to the 
othor cars of tlie passenger train was 
confined 
almost 
entirely to broken 
windows and doors and tho injuries to 
theli' occupants to bruises from tho 
shaking up and minor cuts from flying 
glass. 


Tho disaster seems to have boon tho 
fault of thoise jn eliari^i- of the freight 
Tho wreck occurred on a cnrvo whore 
tlie Patapsco river is croysed. The 
passenger train was running at a speed 
of at least 30 miles an hour,' and tho 
freight, an extra, made up chleily of 
heavy cual cars, v/as 
also 
running 
rapidly.

Passenger Train and Double Header 
Freight Collide.

Baltimoro, Md., Juno 19.—By far the 
worst wreck in tho history of tho Wost- 
orn Maryland railroad oi'curred at a 
point about a quarter of a mile from 
Patapsro, a small 
station 
between 
Westminster and Pinksburg. Twenty- 
fivo persons wore killed and a acoro 
moi*o injured.

All throe of tho engines 
were reduced to scrap Iron, the ex­ 
press and baggage cars of the pas­ 
senger trains were smashed and a num­ 
ber of the freight cars were splintered. 
The passenger coaches sustained little 
injury and almost without exception 
their occupants escaped with nothing 
worse than a bad shaking up. The fa­ 
talities and injuries were to the crews 
of tho engines and to workmen em­ 
ployed by tho railroad company. It is 
a remarkable coincidence that these 
latter should have been at work re­ 
pairing tho damages caused by a re­ 
cent small freight wreck that occurred 
at Mount Hope Ktatlon, near thin city. 
They were on tholr way to their homes 
in small towns 
along the Wastom 
Maryland to spend Sunday, Not being 
regular passengers, they hod boarded 
the baggage car and engine. When tho 
crash came the more fortunate, who 
were on tho engine, Jumped or were 
thrown from the train and were only 
Injured, 
'Jfiose in the 
baggage car 
were terribly mangled and the crewu 
of all three engineii were killed. Their 
bodies were under tho wreckago of the 
engines. 
The fearful impact drovo tho pas­ 
senger tender into the baggage car and 
demolished It and the mall car. In an 
instant tho peaceful country scono was 
changed into the likeness of a sham­ 
bles. Along the tracks on both sidos 
wore seattered dead and frightfully 
mangled men, these latter more for­ 
tunate than those who had-been in 
tho baggage car and on the engines, 
for most of them wore still pinioned 
in the wreckage out of the Immediate 
reach of helping hands. By what seems 
well-nigh a miracle, the damage to the 
othor cars of the passenger train was 
confined 
almost 
entirely to broken 
windows and doors and tho injurious to 
their occupants to bruises from tho 
shaking up and minor cuts from flying 
glass. 
Tho disaster seems to have been tho 
fault of thObo in ehargi^ of the freight. 
Tho wreck occurred on a curve where 
tJie Patapsco river is croysed. 
The 
passenger train w^as running at a speed 
of at least 30 miles an hour* and tho 
freight, an extra, made up chiefly of 
heavy cual cars, v/as also 
running 
rapidly.

such diverse conditions of life, we 
would naturally expect that their re­ 
spective inhabitants would present con­ 
siderable differen(*e in their structural 
particulars, and also in their habits. 
To a considerable extent such is the 
case. But in this connection we meet 
with some surprises of quite a reinark- 
able character, and which seem to op­ 
pose the current evolution theory. For 
example, instead of the total darkness 
Invariably abolishing the organs of 
vision by disuse, we find that the deep- 
sea fishes conmionly possess eyes, 
while only a few are blind. 
In this 
connection it may be remarked that 
some surface-water inhabitants are 
also blind. There are evidences, how­ 
ever, which appear to be characteristic 
qualities of deep-sea fishes, namely, 
weak connective tissues and extremely 
delicate lin muscles, indicating stili- 
water conditions; also thin fibrous 
bones, full of cavities, indicating high- 
pressure conditions. 
Yet, in a general way. the structural 
forms of deep-sea fishes are identical 
with certain fishes familiar to surface 
waters, so that they are regarded as 
simply being adaptations of existing 
surface-water species, and not a spe­ 
cial order by themselves.

Near the iirst of An;rust tho female 
lays abont 120 eg:p:s of a dull 
ffray 
co.or, selecting fresh horse manure in 
•which to deposit her es:ics, and so se- 
cretes them that they are rarely seen; 
it takes only twenty-four hours for 
them to hatch into tho tirst form of 
larva, a white worm one-quarter of an 
inch in lenixth and one-tenth in diame- 
ter. Thoy feed on the decaying matter 
of their environment, and two chanires 
or casting of skins occur before they 
turn into the pupa state: this chnna:« 
comes very suddenly. 
The entire per- 
iod from the o^xs to the pupa state is 
from three to four days. 
If moist food 
is wanting when in this condition they 
will eat each other and thus decrease 
their number 
Heat 
and 
buinidlly 
greatly assist their development, 
as 
upon careful computation each pound 
of 
manure around 
stables and out- 
houses develops under favorable condi- 
tions over 1000 flies. It is no wonder 
that where these conditions exist Ave 
Lave sucli a veritable harvest of the 
fly pest. 


In the pni)a state when the fly is 
about to emerge, the end of tho pupa 
case splits off, making a hole through 
-which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head, but hero it seems to encounter a 
difliculty; the pupa case is too stifl: and 
hard to pass through, but nature comes 
to its assistance» and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind the head, 
which swells out apparently filled with 
air; it acta as a means of 
pushing 
away the pupa case and releases the 
fly. 
When the tiy iirst emerges it runs 
around with its wings soft, small and 
baggy; it is pale and the colors are 
not set; its head rapidly expands and 
tlie bladder formation passes away— 
within a few hours the wings grow 
and hardon, it is now a perfect fly. 


The whole time from the depositing 
of the egg to the perfect fly is not over 
ten days in duration. 
Many persons 
Avho observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose they are the young, but such 
is not the case; they are tlies that are 
imperfectly nourished in the 
larvae 
and pupa 
states, and 
do not 
attain 
full size, in fact, they are the dwarfs 
of their race. 
The male fly differs 
from the female in the IVont of the 
head between the eyes, being at least 
one-Uiird narrower, though in siiio the 
female is rather smaller 


In the pupa state they are often fed 
upon by the larvae of some of 
the 
l)eelles, jiotably that of the carpet bee- 
tle, whoae pupa, the dreaded buffalo 
"molh," will attack llie young fly in 
tho pupa case and eating it possess the 
case.for itself. 


Adult flies like most other creatures 
have parasites of minute size that prey 
upon them; these can often bo seen a^ 
presenting small rod specks over the 
body of the fly. 


The 
hibernates in 
winter, 
but 
with his usual secretive habit it is very 
diflicult to lind him in his winter quar- 
ters. 
With the Jirst chiJl of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tempor- 
ary warmth in houses, and clustering 
together form bunches in tJje corners 
ot walls and otiier places. 
They are 
then sluggish and not so active as in 
the warm weather 
However, they do 
not maice a permanent stay indoori,

on the lawns becomes dry and warm, 
long before the yellow dandelion shows 
its head, a close observer may see nuin- 
l)er.s of flies crawling up on the grass 
to get the welcome sunshine, 
tlieir 
wings standing out stiff and useless, 
but they soon acquire tlie powder of 
flight In the warm ray^s of the sun. 
A 
great many days, however, elapse l)e- 
fore they appear }n the homes of men. 
where they are such unwelcome visit- 
ors. 


In recent j'ears the medical profes- 
sion h a r e demonstrated that while the 
fly itself does not propagate disease it 
is one of the most industrious carriers 
of disease germs which by contact ad- 
here to his feet, hairy legs and body, 
distributing them to innocent victims.

him, still vory little w;is known of his 
origin and history 
It ronianiod for the eminent Boston 
biologist. Dr, A. S;. Packard, in 1S73. to 
make known its origin, habits and 
transformations from tho o^rg through 
tho larva state with its tw’o chansos to 
pupa state, then to the perfect fly. 
Near tho iirst of August tho female 
lays about 120 ogsrs of a dull gray 
co*or, selecting fresh horse manure in 
w’hich to deposit her eggs, and so sc- 
cretos them that they are rarely seen; 
it takes only twenty-four hours for 
them to hatch into tho lirst form of 
larva, a white worm one-quarter of an 
inch in length and one-tenth in diame­ 
ter. They food on the decaying matter 
of their environment, and two changes 
or casting of skins occur before they 
turn into the pupa state: this chnnge 
comes very suddenly. Tho entire per­ 
iod from the egg to the pupa state i'« 
from throe to four days. If moist food 
is Avanting w'hon in this condition they 
will eat each other and thus decrease 
their number 
Heat and humidity 
greatly assist their development, as 
upon careful computation each pound 
of 
manure around 
stables and out­ 
houses develops under favorable condi­ 
tions over 1000 flies. 
It is no wonder 
that whore these conditions exist we 
have such a veritable harvest of the 
fly pest. 
In the pupa state w'hen the fly is 
about to emerge, the end of the pupa 
case splits off. making a hole through 
which the fly pushes a portion of its 
head, but hero it seems to encounter a 
difliculty; the pupa case is too stiff and 
hard to pass through, but nature comes 
to its assistance, and a sort of bladder 
like substance forms behind the head, 
w’hich sw'olls out apparently filled w’ith 
air; it actc as a means of pushing 
a\vay the pupa case and releases the 
fly. When the fly first emerges it runs 
around with its wings soft, small and 
baggy; it is pale and the colors are 
not set; its head rapidly expands and 
the bladder tormation passes away— 
within a few hours the wings grow 
and hardon, it is now a perfect fly. 
The w'hole time froui the depositing 
of the egg to the perfect fly is not over 
ten days In duration. 
Many persons 
Avho observe small flies in midsummer 
suppose they are the young, but sucli 
is not the case; they aro tlies that arc 
imperfectly nourislied in the larvae 
and pupa Etates, and do not attain 
full size, in fact, they are the dwarfs 
of their race. 
The male fly differs 
from the female in the IVont of the 
head between the eyes, being at least 
one-third narrower, though in size the 
female is rather smaller 
In tlie pupa slate they are often fed 
upon by the larvae of some of the 
beetles, notably that of the carpet bee­ 
tle, whoie pupa, the dreaded buffalo 
•*molh,’* will attack llie young ily in 
tho pupa case and eating it possess the 
case.for itself. 
Adult flies like most other creatures 
have parasites of minute size that prey 
upon them; these can often be seen a* 
presenting small rod specks over the 
body of the fly. 
The fl> hibernates in winter, but 
with his usual secretive habit it is very 
diflicult to lind him in his winter quar­ 
ters. 
With the lirst chill of autumn 
the flies feeling the cold, seek tempor­ 
ary warmth in houses, and clustering 
together form bunches in the corners 
ol walls and other places.

If in the first warm days of spring 
when the snow*^ is gone and the grass 
on the lawns becomes dry and warm, 
long before the .vellow' dandelion shows 
its head, a close observer may see num- 
l)ors of flies crawling up on the grass 
to get the welcome sunshine, their 
wings staiiding out stiff and useless, 
but they soon acquire the power of 
flight in the warm raj^s of the sun. A 
great many days, however, elapse l>e- 
fore they appear }n the homes of men, 
where they are such unwelcome visit­ 
ors. 
In recent years the medical profes­ 
sion have demonstrated that while the 
fly itself does not propagate disease It 
is one of the most industrious carriers 
of disease germs which by contact ad­ 
here to his feet, hair}" legs and body, 
distributing them to innocent victims.

With gas fifty-six 
cents per luoo cubic feet and electrlcty 
at 7,72 cents per unit, average prices 
in Manchester, the cost Avould be 3.72 
cents for luoO candles, Avhile one unit 
of electricity develoj)ed in an incan­ 
descent burner a light equal to 25G 
candles each at 7.72 cents per unit, or 
BO. 10 cents per 1000 candles.

Borax or glycerine and honey 
is for cleaning the moulh should thrush 
appear.

lighter-or even absent altogether. 
To 
serve a thick black bean soup witii a 
roast beef dinner one day and a light 
cream soup with a lish dinner the next 
is not maintaining tho average. 
This 
also applies to desserts. The rich, sat­ 
isfying desserts should bo saved to 
Jielp out an otherwi.se limited meal. 
Most housewives seem to regard des­ 
serts merely from tlie standpoint of 
lieing good to taste. 
As a matter of 
fact a good pudding is a very nourish­ 
ing article of diet, 
liice pudding, tap­ 
ioca cream, bread pudding and ‘’brown 
Betty** are all dishes of high nutritive 
quality. 
In these days of high-priced 
meat it especially beliooves the house­ 
keeper to study her food values.—H ar­ 
per’s Bazar. 


Conceriuiifi: Tolisliecl F loors. 
H ard wood floors of either pine, ma­ 
ple, birch or oak should never be var­ 
nished. Therein lies the pitfall which 
the landlord, seeking for cheap and 
speed}" results, prepares for our feet, 
since the black corners and white spots 
are sure to come in time even with the 
best of care. 
Waxing is the only pro­ 
per method if we may start afresh, aiid 
with new floors the process is compar­ 
atively simple. AVe are advised by the 
best authorities to provide against fu­ 
ture grease spots by applying first two 
coats of a mixture containing equal 
parts 'of linseed oil* and turpentine, 
combined with a japan drier. 
The 
drier must not be omitted or the oil 
will combine with the wax, and the re­ 
sults will be anything but satisfac­ 
tory. 
After allowing this mixture to 
dry over night all tho pores of the 
wood may be filled with one of the pre­ 
pared fillers. The polish is more even 
if this is done, but to avoid making the 
floors excessively slippery it is some­ 
times omitted. 
Some woods do not 
need it. 
When the floor is thoroughly 
dry it is ready for the paste of wax 
and turpentine, which may bo applied 
with a cloth in an even coat, not too 
thick, aud allowed to dry orer nigbt. 
Another coat is put on next moi’ulng 
and allowed la Its turn to dry. when 
the whole Is thoroughly polished with 
a weighted brusli and woolen cloth, 
rubbing always with the grain. 
If 
this is thoroughly done it will not be 
necessary to repeat the process for a 
year, and then only partially If the floors 
Jiave not been roughly treated.—H ar­ 
per’s Bazar. 
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Princess Scallop—Mash and season 
■boiled sweet potatoes. 
Sprinkle the 
bottom of a buttered pudding dish with 
Ifrated cracker crumbs, well peppered 
and salted; cover this with a layer of 
the potato, dropping bits of butter over 
it and sprinkliug lightly with sugar. 
Fill the dish this way with a layer of 
crumbs well Rea.soned, on top. 
Cover 
aud bake for half an hour, then brown. 
Salmon on Toastr-Place tho contents 
cC a can of salmon in a saucepan, aud 
•when hot stif into it a large piece of 
butter, a tablespoouful of flour and a 
cupful of milk. 
Or, better, make it 
half cream and half milk, and allow 
the mixture to cook until smooth and 
about the consistency of a thick gravy. 
Have ready ou a platter some slicos 
of nicely toasted whole-wheat bread, 
season the sauce and turn over them. 
Golden Pudding — Take one-fourth 
pound bread crumbs, one-fourth pound 
suet, oue-fourth pound marmalade, one- 
fourth pound of sugar and four eggs; 
put the bread crumbs Into a basin, mix 
them with the suet (finely minced), the 
marmalade and the sugar. Stir the in­ 
gredients well togetlier, beat tjl^e eggs 


lo a froth, moisten the pudding with 
these, and when well mixed put into a 
mold or buttered basin. Tie down with 
a floured cloth and l)oil for two hours. 
When turned out, strew liuely ilfted 
sugar over the lop and serve. 
Ejfgs a la Mr.rtin—Have ready a disU 
that can be put in the oven and baked. 
It should be liko a deep, ordinary soup 
plate, without the wide rim. It is easy 
enough to find plenty such at any store. 
Have it heated, but not too hot. 
Put 
into a small saucepan a teaspoonfu! of 
butter. Let it melt, but be careful that 
it does not brown. 
Then add a tea- 
spoonful of flour (or more, if it is pre­ 
ferred thicker), and then very slowi.v, 
after the flour is well mingled, a cup 
of milk or cream. 
Then'add four ta* 
blespooufuls of grated cheese. 
Stir 
well, aud when thoroughly heated pour 
into the dish you have ready, and with 
great care (so as to keep the shape) 
drop into the mixture four eggs. The 
ordinary dish will hold about four eggs 
and look well, but it may be possible 
to find larger ones. 
P ut at once Into 
the oven, and when the eggs are set 
serve at once.

It is true that all 
through those centuries people here 
and there have followed the rule of 
early to bed and early to rise, and still 
have managed to make a fair living 
and to keep out of asylums, either for 
lunatics or imbeciles, but they have 
paid a fearful price for doing what 
everybody advised and most did not 
practice. 
They have missed most of 
life’s higher Joys; they )n\ve been bit­ 
terly hated by all the neighbors over 
whom they have claimeil an obnoxious 
superiority, and they have deliberately 
stuck to the customs of savages and 
barbarians instead of acquiring those 
which races invariably adopt as they 
advance in civilization. An occasionaJ 
gleam of almost human intelligence 
having made them suspect tliat there 
was or might be something Avrony 
with their silly argument that it wai? 
“naturar* to sleep when it was dark 
and to be up and doing when it was 
light, they laboriously imagined that 
thero was something the matter with 
“night air,” and that half truth and 
whole lie has been so well worked that 
even to this day even tho people who 
sit up latest, to the obviously enormous 
benellt of themselves and tho world, 
are wont to be shame-faced about theii* 
own common sense and meekly to con­ 
fess, Avhenever one of tho hen-and- 
Hottentot saints assails them, that 
they arc tempting earJy death, and 
will never be happy, Avealthy or wise— 
a confession probably the most foolish 
ever made by man and contradicted 
by all of history and experience. It is 
extremely well to get enough sleep, 
but it is absolutely immaterial, so far 
as health, virtue or prosperity are con­ 
cerned, at which part of the day the 
sleep is taken, and, if there are many 
things that can best be done by da^'- 
light, so there are at least as many 
things, at least as Important, that can 
hardly be done at all except by the 
lights Avhlch civilized man can com­ 
mand at midnight—and after. 
Nine- 
tenths, if not ninety-nine one-hun­ 
dredths, of the world’s great problems 
have been solved after sunset, by men 
who habitually sat up as late as they 
pleased and got up In the morning 
when they felt like it—which was 
often not till afternoon. 
So again we 
exclaim: Good for Dr. John M. Scott, 
Professor of Greek in the Northwest­ 
ern University!—New York Times.

During the W ar of 1770 the 
chief recruiting oiliee for tho enlist­ 
ment of tho Hessian hired soldiers was 
Ziegenhaln, in Kur-IIes.se. 
It. there­ 
fore, seems probable tl:at the Hessian 
recruits 
from 
the 
“S<^hwalni,” vrhc 
served in the pay of Great Britain in 
America 
during 
the 
Kevolullonary 
War, and whose military band instru 
ments consisted of bugles, drums and 
flfes c:ily, carriOvl over with them the 
tuue, knowu to them from childhood 
and played it as a march.—Translation 
of an article 
from

Zeitung, in Consular Report«.

In hli testimony before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce at 
Washington on May 4, Professor lluffo 
R. Meyer» of Chicago University, nn 
expert on railroad management, made 
this statempnt: 
•*Let us look at what might have hap- 
rened if we had heeded the protests 
of the farmers of New York and Ohio 
find Pennsylvania (in the seventies 
when grain from tho West began pour­ 
ing to tho Atlantic seaboard) and acted 
npon tho doctrine which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has enunciated 
time and again, that no man may be 
deprived of the advantages accruing to 
him by virtue of his geographical po- 
rition, Wo could not Lave west of the 
Mississippi a population of millions of 
people who are prosperous and are 
rreat consumers. 
We never should 
have seen the years when we built 
10.000 and 12,000 miles of railway, for 
thero would have been no farmers 
west of the Mississippi River who 
cotild have used the land that would 
Lave been opened up by the building 
of those railways. And, if we had not 
«een the years when we could build 
10.000 and 12,000 miles of railway a 
year, we should not have to-day, east 
of the Mississippi, a steel and iron 
producing centre which is at onee the 
marvel and tho despair of Europe, be­ 
cause we could not have built up a 
steel and iron industry if there had 
been no market for its product, 
**We could not have in New Eng­ 
land a great boot and shoe industry; 
we could not have in New England a 
great cotton milling Industry; we could 
not have spread throughout New York 
and Pennsylvania and Ohio manufac­ 
turing Industries of the most diversi­ 
fied kinds, because those industries 
would have no market among tiie farm­ 
ers west of the Mississippi River. 
“And, while the progress of till« 
country, while the development of th» 
agricultural West of this country, did 
mean the impairment of the agricul­ 
tural value east of the ^lississippi 
River that ran up into hundreds of 
millions of dollars, it meant, inci­ 
dentally, the building up of great man­ 
ufacturing industries that added to 
the value of this land by thousands of 
millions of dollars. 
And, gc*utlemen, 
these things were not foreseen In iho 
seventies. The statesmen and the pub­ 
lic men of this country did iu)t see 
what part the agricultural develop­ 
ment of tho W est was going to play in 
the industrial development of the East. 
And, you may read tlie decisions of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission^ 
from the first to the last, and what Is 
one of the greatest characteristics of 
those decisions? 
The continued in­ 
ability to see tho question iu this large 
way. 
“The Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion never can see anything more than 
that the farm land of some farmer 
is decreasing in value, or, that some 
man, who has a fiour mill with a pro­ 
duction of fifty barrels a day, Is being 
crowded out. 
It never can see that 
the destruction or impairment of farm 
values In this place^meaas tho building 
up of farm values in that place, and 
th a t that suifting of values Is a neces­ 
sary Incident to th^ Industrial and man­ 
ufacturing development of this coun­ 
try. And, if we shall give to the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission power to 
regulate rates, we shall no longer have 
our rates regulated on tho statesman­ 
like basis on which they have been 
regulated in the past \v the railway 
men, who really have i>oon great states­ 
men; who really have been great build- 
ers of empires; who have had au im­ 
agination that rivals the imaginatlou 
of the greatest poet and of the great­ 
est Inventor, and who have operated 
with a courage and daring that rivals 
the courage and daring of the greatest 
military goni-ral. 
But we shall have 
our rates rei,ndated by a body of civil 
servants, 
bureaucrats, 
whose 
beset­ 
ting sin the world over, is that they 
can never grasp a situation in a large 
way and with the grasp oi the states- 
nmn; that they never can see the fact 
that tiiey are eoJifionted with a smail 
evil; tnat that evil is reiati/ely small, 
and that it cannot be corrected except 
by the creation of avils and abuses 
which are infinitely greater ihau the 
one that is ti/ be corrected.*'
